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You will now fee how groſsly they violated their promiſe, 
and what cruclties they inflicted upon the farmers and villa. 
gers in the diſtricts through which they paſſed. 

Upon the 4th of Auguſt, 1796, Ferina, one of the French 
generals, required from the town of ALiogre a preſent of 
3co louis, (a louis is nearly equal in value to a pound |terling) 
wit Tarreau, another general, extorted 125 louis from five 
mall villages; and a commiſſary impoſed the molt exorbitant 
contributions of proviſions and clothing, of which he fold the 
greater part, aud then exacted the delivery of ſimilar articles, 
The French having -been ſucceſsful in an engagement with 
the Auſtrians at the cloſe of September, began immediately 
afte: wards to plunder and deſtroy in the molt outrageous man- 
ner. In the courſe of the firlt night after the engagement, 
ſome of the ſoldiers purpoſely and wantonly ſet fire to two 
houles iu the town, and would not permit any attempts to be 
made to quench the flames. Several other houſes were more 
than half conſumed by fire, in conſcquerce of their ſcattering 
red hot coals and burning caudles about the rooms, under the 
beds, and amongſt every heap of combuilibles they could 
ericover, ſo that nothing but the greateſt vigilance and exer- 
tions of the Proprietors could have prevented the entire de- 
ſtruction of the town, 

When Altorf was reduced to ſuch poverty as to afford no 
further temptation to the pillagers, they ſpread themſelves in 
bands over the ſurrounding country, attacked the cottages and 
habitations of the peaſantry (to whom they had promiſed lib- 
erty, equality, and aluence) rifled their pockets, deſtroyed 
their furniture, tore up the floors of their rooms, cut open the 
mattreſſes and feather-beds, dug up the ground in the cellars 
and gardens, turned over even the contents of the privics, in 
hopes of finding ſome concealcd treaſure, returned fix or ſevet 
times to the ſame houſes, and never quitted them until they 
had left nothing behind them but the bare walls. Oxen, cows 
and {wine were either driven off, cut in pieces upon the ſpot, or 
left cruelly mutilated; geeſe and poultry were carried away 
either dead or alive; ſuch proviſions as could not be conſumed 
or conveyed away, were troddcn under foot, or mixed with 
land, aſhes, and ordure : nor did theſe ruffians ſpare even the 
ſtores of bread which it is uſual in that country to keep dried for 
onſumption in the winter. Many cellars were left half full of 
ue, which had run from the caſks they wantouly had ſtaved; 
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and the houſes were long afterwards impregnated with the va- 
pour of the brandy which they had poured about the rooms in 
the moſt waſteful manner. They deſtroyed even the milk-pails 
aud all the appendages of the dairy; and in many dwellings 
there was not even a bench or a chair unbroken. The pea- 
ſanis were ſometimes threatened with immedlate death, and 
ſometimes put to extreme torture, in order to procure a dif- 
covery of money and other valuables, which they were accuſed 
of having concealed; and many were ſeverely wounded, and 
crippled, either by muſket balls, blows with the but-ends of 
the firelocks, or ſtrokes of the broad ſword. The deepeſt and 
molt apparent poverty was not even a protection agaiuit them; 
for beggars were ſtripped of their rage; and the number of 
thole who were left without a ſhirt is by no means incanſider— 
able. Grey hairs and liſping infancy, the hek, the dying. and 
even women in labour, were alike expoſed to the moſt inhu- 
man treatment, and were dragged from cheir beds, kicked 
about and frequently wounded, under pretence that they were 
the keepers of concealed treaſure, The women and children 
who attempted to «ſcape, were purſurcd, plundered, and viola- 
ted; and girls from ten to twelve years of age were deprived of 
their innocence and health by theſe republican barbarians, 
Neither age nor infirmity, nor yet the moſt offenſive diforders, 
were able to ſet bounds to their more than brutal luſt; and 
ten, twelve, and even twenty of theſe Genraived wretches, are 
known tucceſſively to have gratificd their paſhons with the 
ſame object, whillt their ſhameleſs colleagues either kept guard 
at the door, or held loaded piſtols and fixed bayonets at the 
head of the unhappy ſufferer. Even in the intirmary, near 
Weingarten, did theſe cannibals commit the ſame horrid crimes, 
and outrage perſous ſuffering under the moſt diſgulting mala- 
dies, and ſuch as preclude them from communication with the 
reſt of mankind, But delicacy forms no part of the character 
of the French republican; for at Heidenheim they uſed as 
hits for their meat the iron ſpikes upon which they had found 
the heads of ſome lately executed male factors, and made their 
fire upon the wheels upon which the corpſes had been expoſed. 
Even the bodies of young women who had expired under their 
barbarity, and of women who but a few hours before had been 
in labour, were made uſe of to ſatiate the infernal luſt of theſe 
monſters in human ſhape, degraded fax beueath the beaſts of 
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the ſield. With menaces of ſlaughter, with blows, with un. 
meathed fabres, with loaded mulkets, they enforced univerſal 
ſuhmiſſion; and dreadful was their revenge when their inelina- 
tions were reſiſted, Whilſt they were plundering, deſtroying, 
diſhonouring, and committing ſuch exceſſes as humanity ſhud- 
ders to relate, at the village of Ingoldingen, from the ſecond 
to the fourth of October, ſix or eight volunteers ruſhed into 
the houſe of Jacob Furit, a farmer, whoſe wife they ill; treated, 
and threatened with inſtant death if ſhe refuſed to conſent to 
their deſires ; but that reſolute woman declaring the had rather 
mect death than difhonour, reſolutely attacked the ruffians, 
and aſſiſted by her huſband, who fortunately came in, drove 
them out of the houſe. Determined however to revenge 
themſclves, they ſet fire to the dwelling, which, together with 
the furniture, granary, and every thing but the cattle, became 
a prey to the flames. Three other houſes met a ſimilar fate; 
and the damages ſuſtained by this and au adjoining village as 
moanted to the ſum of A, ooo. 

Not a trace of decency, not the leaſt regard to religion and 
its cuſtoms, appeared in the conduct ef the French ſoldiery. 
In the churches they broke open the pyx, trampled the hoſt 
under foot, carried away the communion plate and the pobes of 
the prieſts, deſtroyed the crucifixes and other images, and 
treated with ignominy every thing that is deemed holy by 
the catholic, and reſpected by the well-meaning man % every 


religion. In one of the villages, where the church was {tripped , 


of its ornaments, and the miniſter completely pillaged, they 
Placed upon the altar the figure of Satan, which they had ta- 
| ken from the repreſentation of the Redeemer tempted in the 
deſart; and in another village they placed a crucifix before 
the fire, and amidſt ſhouts of the moſt indecent mirth, turns 
ed it round like meat roaſting upon a fpit, whilſt the grey- 
headed miniſter of the pariſh, at the vencrable age of eighty- 
three, was not only plundered and inſulted, but ſeverely beat- 
en, as a reward for the hoſpitality with which he had received 
them.

PFULLENDORF.—Upon the ſccond of Auguſt a diviſion of 
the column under the orders of general Ferino marched

f If the rough and barbarous manner in which theſe armed

tion, their intemperance gave riſe to an equal degree of aſto— 
niſnment; for two Frenchmen wauld devour. at a meal as 
much as would ſerve three hard-working Germans during three 
or four days: and between the hours of two and nine, they 
would frequently have three complete meals, which they ge- 
ncrally moiſtened with whole rivers of wine, plentifully {weet= 
enced with ſugar, and uſually ſtrengthened with cherry-brandy, 

Pfullendorf and the adjacent villages ſuffered, however, but 
little in compariſion with other places, until the enemy be- 
gan to retreat, when the French not only carried awav or 
deltroved all the forage and corn they could find, but entir ly 
demoliſhed a ſmall hamlét in the neighbourhood. 

Upon the 5th of October, general Moreau himſeif fixed his 
head quarters at Pfullendorf, and was followed by his whole 
army, which was diltributed obont the conntry, and, like the 
preceding hordes, rendered itfelf for ever iuf unous by the gra- 
tification of every ſavage paſſion, the commiſſioa of every fort 
of exceſs, and th» practice of every i cie, of extortion. A

ſhouts of theſe inhuman villains, | 
Humanity ſhudders at the recollection of the enormities 
committed by the French at- the village. of Bremen, which 
upon the 6th. of October was beſet by a band of robbers, un- 
der the denomination of republican ſoldiers, who, mad with 
wine, ruſhed into the houſes with the moſt hideous war-whoop, 


and had immediate recourſe to their well-known tyſtem of 


plunder. All the coffers and cloſets were broken open and 
rifled—all the houſehold furniture was deſtroyed— the peaſants 
were requircd, with loaded piſtols at their breaſts, to deliver 
up their money—the beds and bedding were unripped and 
examined—and under pretence of ſearching for concealed 
treaſure, not only the floors of the rooms were torn up, but 
even infants were vehemently dragged from their cradles, and 
many families were deprived of nearly all their property. But 
ſtill more terrible to theſe peaceful and innocent country peo- 
ple, was the inferaal manner in which the female ſex was

treated by theſe villains. In the whole village there was 
neither maiden, wife, nor widow, who was not forcibly and 
repeatedly diſhonoured ; and ſuch was the depravity of theſe 
miſcreants, that eight, ten, and frequently more than that 
number, ſucceſſively inſulted the ſame unfortunate victim with 
the accompliſhment of their brutal purpoſes, Neither early 
youth, nor hoary-beaded age, nor deformity, nor yet the 
moſt offenſive diſorders, could abate the fury of their paſſions ; 
and not only huſbands, but fathers, and - to £1 up the meaſure 
of their iniquity—even little children, were made to be witneſ- 
ſes of the abominable outrages. One woman, who, with 
ber huſband, had ſtruggled ineffectually againſt the attempt 
of ſix of theſe monſters, was dragged into the fields, over 
hedges and ditches, repeatedly diſhonoured, and left half dead 
upon the ground, whilſt her huſband was cruelly maimed with 
their fabres; and even her ſucking infant was treated with the 

eateſt inhumanity. Others of the female ſex, both here and 
in the adjacent villages, were faſtened to trees, and violated by 
ſucceeding numbers | = 

Not ſatisfied with theſe exceſſes, they proceeded to rifle the 
churches, and, with the moſt blaſphemous expreſſions, deſtroy- 
ed the altars, polluted the communion table with their ordure, 
pulled down and reviled the image of our Saviour, trampled 
the hoſt under foot, and then threw it to the dogs. 

Marxxporr—When the French appeared upon the banks of 
the lake of Conſtance, their leaders affected to be ſurpriſed 
that people ſhould be afraid of them, and that many ſhould 
deſert the country: “ For,” ſaid they, „ we are only come 
to offer peace to the Emperor, and not to violate either your 
religion, your cuſtoms, your perſons, or your property, all 


which ſhall be moſt carefully reſpected and preſerved.” —— 


This aſſurance was publicly given to the deputies from ſeveral 
towns and villages by general Tarreau, who added, “ that it 
was his particular object and buſineſs to maintain the ſevereſt 
diſcipline and the moſt exact order in his army.“ Traquil- 
lized by this ſerious declaration,. the deputies returned home, 
and upon the third of Auguſt, at noon-day, the French, to 
the number of 6,000 men, entered Markdorf and the neigh+ - 
bouring hamlets, and were entertained as liberally as poſſible - 
by the inhabitants. But they ſoon began to break open doors 
and commit thefts, even under the eyes of the ſtaff officers, 
aud ſome of the horde r over the ſurrounding

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country, where theſe ſelf-termed protectors of the peaſantry 


tore the clothes from the backs, and the ſhoes and ſtockings 
from the feet and legs of the poor cottagers and farmers who 
offered them proviſions, broke open their cellars, rifled their 
cloſets and coffers, carried away all the valuable articles they 
could find, deſtroyed the houſehold furniture, and cruelly beat 
and wounded ſuch as made a ſhow of defending their property, 
' Amengſt the innumerable acts of inhumanity committed 
at WHts, the following deſerves to be recorded Five ſol. 
diers having forced open the door of a houſe, in which lay a 
poor woman who had been taken in labour about twelve hours 
defore, they, with drawn ſwords at the breaſt of the ſtill ſuf. 
fering woman, demanded her money, and upon being told 
that ſhe had none, ranfacked the dwelling and out- houſe, and 
carried away all the furniture, wearing apparel, ſwine, and 
poultry they could find, and, at departing, one of them by 
way of humanity, threw a dead fowl at the head of the ſufferer, 
and told her ſhe might make herſelf ſome broth with it.— 
[Tt is a fact that the Republicans frequently drowned their 


own children, born to them by their wives or concubines, -

during their march through Frauconia. ] 

The retreat of the French through this diſtrit was marked 
by ſimilar inſtances of rapine and brutality. In one village 
they violated and fo barbaronſly abuſed a girl about 15 years 
of age, that in three days ſhe was a"corpſe In the ſame vil- 
lage they broke into the houſe of a ſhop-keeper who was re- 
covering from a ſevere illneſs, cut his bedding in pieces, ſcat- 
tered the feathers about the premiſes, rifled the houſe and 
ſhop, and having diſcovered in the garden a cheſt full of goods 
which had been depoſited there for ſecurity, carried it off with 
the reſt of their booty. They not only plundered another 
houſe, but, with the malevolence of evil ſpiri s, mixed together 
all the wheat-corn, oats, and rye they could find, and ftrewed 
them over the apartments. "The village was completely pil- 
laged and ruined, the ntenfils neceſſary for the vintage were 
thrown into the Rhine, the churches were plundered, the pyx 
broken to pieces, and the conſecrated hoft trampled under foot. 
In the environs of the camp the corpſes of ſeveral women 
were found, who had been violated and abuſed even unto 
death; and, however incredible it may appear, it is 2 


#&, that the monſters ſatisfied their brutal appetites with 
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eorpſes, and with ſome unhappy victims in the agonies of 
death. bes 
RADOLT-Z ZIL Alt is worthy of remark, that the inour- 
fion of the French igto the empire not only put an end to 
every wiſh to revolutionize, but contributed to unite the 
ſovereign and the people much more cloſely than before. — 
Several towns, and Radolf-Zell in particular, fuffered much 
for their diſtinguiſhed attachment to their ſovereign and con- 
ſlitution; and upon the retreat of Tarreau, the laſt- mentioned 
town was ſaved from threatened conflagration, by a preſent of 
two fine horſes to the general, and by ſupplying him and his 
army with an abundance of the moſt coſtly proviſions that 
could be procured z after which the ſoldiers deſtroyed the 
vineyards, the produce of which was upon the point of being 

thered, cut down the fruit trees, in order the more eaſily 
to pluck the fruit, and broke down the hedges and fences 
of the gardens.

At Excgrukks, the parſanage, fifteen other houſes, and 
eighteen barns were ſpeedily reduced to aſhes, with their fur- 
niture, and all the produce of the late abundant harveſt : And 
the village of BaRENTHAL was firſt plundered and then ſet on 
fire, when the church, eighteen houſes, and as many barns, 
were reduced to a heap of ruins. At the ſmall village of Wat-' 
terdingen the ſoldiers of the ſelf- ealled Great Nation plundered, 
carried off, and deſtroyed, cattle, poultry, horſes, proviſions, 
and furniture to the value. of {.2,000, broke open the church, 
trampled on every thing that is ſacred, and dangerouſly wound- 
ed the miniſter. Nor can any thing equal their brutal luſt and 
ferockty towards the female ſex. Three women, already paſt 
their ſeventieth year, ſix Iying-in women, four far advanced 
in their pregnancy, and twelve young girls, were, by their 
outrages, brought almoſt to the gates of death, Even chil- 
dren, thirteen years of age, loſt their innocence and their 
health, in the conſtrained preſence of others ſtill younger 
than themſelves ; five men, who attempted to protect the 
hqnour af their wives, * trampled unde foot, and left 
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half dead with ſevere wounds from the broad ſwords of theſe 


atrocious villains. . 
At FriBourc, at Hep EN, and at SCHWANDORF, the 
like enormities and cruelties were committed, | 


At EmminGen the prince of Furſtenberg's fteward, who, 


in attempting to efcape, fell down and diſlocated his. ancle, 


was purſued by the ſoldiers, and nearly beaten to death after. 


which they pillaged his habitation, and committed every 
ſpecies of enormity, Several young girls aud married women 
fell a facrifice to the outrageous paſſions of theſe ruffians, 
againſt whom even prey hairs afforded no protection; for an 
eld woman near ſeventy years of age was ſucceſſively diſhonour. 
ed by four of theſe monſters, whoſe brutality words are want- 
ing ſufficiently to reprobate. 

It was reſerved for general Ferino to crown all theſe mif. 
deeds with an action at Ex HN eternally diſgraceful to his 
eountry ; for, upon the gth ef October, under pretence of the 
treachery of the inhabitants, he commanded one of the ſuburbs 
to be ſet on fire; and in order to prevent any attempts to 
quench the flames, he ſurrounded it with a guard. In a ſhort 
time thirty three houſes and barns, with all their contents, 
were reduced to aſhes and ruins, and only the church and 
four cottages eſcaped the fury of the conflagration; but 
having received advice at midnight that the Auſtrians, to the 
number of 10,000 were in purſuit of him, Ferino became 
Jo furious, that he ordered another ſuburb to be ſet on fire, 
and twelve houſes fell a ſacrifice to the inhumanity of the 
Republicans, who left the place, followed by the curſes and 
bitter lamentations of numerous families and individuals, whoſe 
ruin they had thus wantonly accompliſhed. 
I have purpoſely omitted the detail of the various acts of 

plundering and deſtroying, and ſhall cloſe this melancholy ac- 
eount by Rating, that the loſſes ſuſtained by the people of 
this town and twelve neiglibouring villages, amounted at the 
loweſt computation to more than . 33,000 ſterling. 

General Tarrcau.—Several of the leaders of the French 
hordes have, 'by their miſdeeds, for ever conneQed their 
names with infamy ; but General Tarreau united in himſelf 
the ſeveral bad qualities of the reſt, and cannot be mention- 
ed without horror and deteſtation. The moſt unbounded 
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rapacity, inſatiable cruelty, intemperance, thirſt of revenge, 
rulgar infolence, contempt of every thing ſacred and decent, 
and the diſavowal of all the feelings of humanity, formed the 
baſis of the character of this man, who in no country but in 
France, and there only under the auſpices of ſuch a revo- 
lution, could ever have been entruſted with the command of 
an army. Some of his monſtrous exceſſes have already been 
recorded, and it remains only to be told, that when the 
French were obliged to give way before the Auſtrians, 
this man, raging hke a tiger that had. loſt his prey, arrived. 
upon the 22d of September at Hoyren, where he eſtabliſhed 
his head quarters, and with his worthy affociate Labrouſſe, 
and his confidential valet Laguerree, endeavoured to make 
himſclf a ſmall compenſation for the loſs of the ſpoils of 
Vienna, of which the French had thuught themfelves ſecure. 
His whole character will beſt be known from the following 


dreadful declaration, which was continually upon his lips, 


that He only repented of having at any time acted with 
humanity, and of not having converted into duſt and aſhes 
all the cities, villages, and convents he had ſeen upon his 
march.” His life at Hofen was one continued ſcene of 
eruelty, robbery, intemperance, and debauchery ; and upon 


the 23d of September he ſent a requifition to Conſtance of 


6,000 *- ints of brandy, to be delivered in 24 hours, under 
pain C. being given up to be plundered by the foldiery. No 
more than half the quaniity demanded could be found in 
Conſtance, aud was ſent off towards head quarters by water, 


but was detained by contrary winds 3 upon which Tarreau 


threatened not only to ſet fire to the town, but to put to 
death the chief magiſtrate, and ſeveral others whom he de- 
tained as hoſtages, and who, after paſſing the night under the. 
apprehenſions of approaching death, would probably have 
fallen a ſacrifice to the paſſion of this ſanguinary commander, 
if the brandy had not arrived in the morning before the hour 
appointed for their execution. The booty remained three 
days at head quaiters, and was then ſold by the commiſſary 


Stouhlen to the neighbouring Swiſs ; nor did the French 


ſoldiers taſte one drop of this liquor, which had been ex- 
torted under pretence that it was neceilary for the army. 
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That not only privates, but even officers of rank either 
pillaged or divided the ſpoil, could be proved by innumerable 
whtances of well 195 þ facts. Eceleſiaſtics of every deſcrip. 
tion and every religion, and particularly the profeſſed of both 


ſexes, ſeemed the chief objects of republican malevolence, 


immorality, and crueity, in which the ſoldiers were led on 
and encouraged by their officers. At Biberach, at Durheim, 


at Biburg, at Stozingen, at Ayſtetten, at Donauwerth, and 


at many other towns and. villages, (Cat may be ſcen more fully 
fet forth in the original publication ) crimes were perpetrated, 
ſurpaſſing. in cruelty and variety any exceſſes ever before 
committed by the ſoldiers of a civilized country, and ren- 
dered more hideous, when we conſider that the perpetrators 
proclaim themſelves the moſt humane and enl;ghtened people 
of the earth, and endeavour to ſeduce the ſubjects of other 
countries from their allegiance, by the ſpecious but treacherous 
offer of a liberty pregnant with miſchief, and of an a equality 


which has been found to be impracticable.

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FRIENDS AND FELLOW COUNTRYMEN, ; 


HE preceding pages will, I hope, have convinced you, 
that no confidence is to be placed in the affertions of 
thoſe who endeavour to perſuade you of the good conduct 
and diſcipline of the French armies, and that no faith is to 
be put in the promiſes of a people, who, under high-found- 
mg terms, have deluded many feeble minds into a belief of 
their afſurances, in order that they might the more eai:ly ac- 
compliſh their purpoſes of conqueſt, rapine, and deſolation. 
In the early part of the French Revolution, ſeveral liberal- 
minded perſons in Germany entertained a hope that the em- 
pire, divided into a variety of petty ſtates, would derive ad- 
vantage from the emancipation of a powerful nation, and that 
fome ſteps would be taken, without inſurrection or dilturbance, 
towards aboliſhing the many remains of feudal rights, by 
which the middle and lower claſſes of the people in Germany 
are ſo much humbled and oppreſſed. But when that revolu- 
tion teſtified in its progreſs, that its object was not the eſta- 
bliſhment of wholeſome liberty and a juſt equality of rights, 
but that it tended to the extinction of civil and. religions 
liberty, to the deſtruction of all order and happineſs in focies 
ty, and to the gratification of the boundleſs ambition of the 
French; that its decrees were written in blood, and its edits 
promulgated by the ſword ; the advocates for reform in Ger- 
many quickly ſaw how much reaſon they had to deprecate the 
introduction of a ſyſtem, which, inſtead of adminiſtering relief 
to their complaints, was teeming with the moſt deſtructive evils. 
Nene but men of deſperate fortunes, of wild ambition, and 
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of heated imaginations, continued to wiſh for the importation 
of French principles, and the diſplay of the republican ſtand- 
ard; and-it is worthy of remark, that throughout that exten. 
five country, the French armies were not joined by any of the 
inhabitants, except the very refuſe of the people; and that 
the ſubjects of the various princes of the empire did not dif. 
honour their country and themſelves, either by a dilpoſition 
to revolt, or by a demand of conceſſions which the poſtre of 
affairs might have rendered it imprudent to refuſe. 

If then the people of a country, indiſputably ſubject to 
many ſerious grievances, continue firm in their allegiance, 
and reject with ſcorn the principles which have been inſidi- 
ouſly held out to them under the moſt deluſive names, and 
painted in the moſt dazzling colours, ſhall WE, e, joying the 

eateſt portion of rational liberty, of any nation in the 
world— ſhail BRITONS, who, with reaſon, boalt of the 
moſt perfect equality of rights, to whom are open all the 
avenues to wealth, power, and dillintions—— ſhall 1118 
COUNTRY, I ſay, the envied reſidence of freedom, . juſtice, 
and ſcience, not ſtand equally fim to our conſtitution? and 
ſhall we barter our happineſs and independence for revolution» 
ary principles, conceived in fin, and propagated in iniquity ? 
No.—Let us cling to our religion, our laws, and our conſlitu- 
tion, as the main ſupports of every thing that is dear to us; 
Kt us firmly unite in rejecting every doctrine that in this 
eaſon of difficulty tends to innovation and reform; and let 
us triumph in the reflection, that we have magnanimouſly and 
with little detriment withiteod the open attacks and (till more 
dangerous intrigues of our enemies, whiltt other countries 
have been deſpoiled of their happineſs and reduced to the 
moſt abje& dependence, either by the arms and ſpecious pro- 
miſes of the invaders, or by the treachery, weakneſs, and 
diſcord of their own inhabitants. Neither let us give ear to 
the pernicious and ill-timed declamations of thofe who 
deſcribe us as a people deficient in reſources, and who wiſh 
us to make conceſſions to that enemy, whoſe ambition has al- 
ready been fed by too much conqueſt, and avowedly aims at 
our eraiure from the liſt of nations. — Our armies, though 
overpowered by ſuperior numbers, ſupported upon the Conti- 
neut their ancient character for bravery and firmneſs. Our 


navy rides triumphant upon the ſeas, and has upon every oc - 
gaſion maintained our ſuperiority over ſuch of our euemies as 
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have ſucceſſively ventured to diſpute it. Our yeomanry, a 
bold and independent race, are trained to arms, and eager to 
fgnalize their loyalty. Every town of importance contains a 
botly of volunteers, compoſed of perſons of character and 
property, and attached to the welfare of their country and 
their King; and our ſeveral regiments of the line, of fenci- 
bles, and of militia, are for the moſt part compoſed of young 
and healthy men of unqueſtionable and approved fidelity, who 

ield not in true courage to the enemy; who are commanded 
by the flower of the nation, and who form a body of men, 
more numerous than any that the Directory of France can 
cauſe to be tranſported hither, and ſuperior in equipment, dif- 
cipline, and the juſtice of the cauſe in ſupport of which they 
are enrolled, | 

How much, my friends, muſt you rejoice when you com- 
pare our preſent ſituation with that of the greater part of the 
countries upon the Continent ! | | 

Holland, ſo lately the ſeat of freedom, commerce, induſtry, 
and affluence, having been pillaged by the republic of France, 
and forced to declare war againſt Great - Britain, by which it 
loſt both its maritime importance and a valuable pertion of its 
foreign poſſeſſions, preſents at this moment the ſad ſpectacle 
of a country divided againſt itſelf, governed by the intrigues 
and awed by the arms of France, deſtitute - of commerce, 
crippled in its navy, defaced almoſt from amongſt the nations 
of Europe, and reduced to a mere ſkeleton of that power 
which once ſo nobly contended for real liberty, and diſputed 
with this iſland the empire of the main.

The beautiful and fertile countries upon the banks of the 
Rhine and the Moſelle, lie proſtrate at the feet of thoſe why

You have ſcen the Auſrian and Imperial eagles flying 
in every direction before the tri- coloured ſtandard of the re- 
public, and the Emperor of Germany humbly ſuing for peace, 
in order to fave from impendiug ruin the capital of his heredi- 
tary dominions. He has been compelled to abandon to the 
ambition of the Directory his Belgie and Italian provinces, 
the ancient heritage of his family; and you have ſeen him 
reduced to a ſitua ion ſo humiliating, as to be under the ne- 
ceſſity of profiting' by the perfidy of France, in receiving as 
an exchange the city of Venice, and ſome provinces, which, 
under the io emu aſſurances of the F:ench, had thrown off the 
yoke of ariſtocracy, and had eſtabliſhed another form of go- 
vernment under the avowed protection of the Directory. 

The treacherous character of the i'rench is no where more 
fully diſplayed than in their behaviour to the Yenetian peope;

When you caſt your eyes from Italy, acroſs the Mediterra- 
alt J nean. yon perceive the mighty realm of Hain reduced to the 
WF mot melancholy Rate of dependence; and a prince of the houſe 
I of Bourbon compel'ed not only to make peace, but to enter in- 
to a cloſe alli.nce with the aſſaſſins and deſtroyers of his family, 
J and to declare war avainſ this country, with whom it is his 
e undoubted intereſt to live in the ſtricteſt bonds of amity and 
Cy concord, You will of :rve, too, that the French have it in 
" © contemplation to revolutionize the kingdom of Portugal; and

If you attentively examine that ap arently formidable power, 
that Grebrand of Europe; you will find that it is compoſed of 
ſuch heterogeneous materials, ſo dilproportionably conttructed, 
and fo unſubſtautially combined, that, like ail things defictent 
in ſymmetry and harmony, it cannot long ſubſit cate, but 
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maſt eventually be diſorganized, and finally be cruſhed by in 
own weight. | 

If too you compare the condition of the people of that op- 
preſſed and diſtracted country, with that of the inhabitants of 
Great Britain, how greatly will you triumph in our happi—

If the armies of France have been every where triumphant, 
its navy has been fo {nbdued and cruſhed as to be long ſince 
either diſabled or intimidated from contending with us upon 
the ocean; its trade, once ſo confiderable, is now no more 
the opulent nobility, whoſe wants gave bread to thouſands, are 
- Ciſpericed and exiled—the manufactures with which the French 


ſupplied all the wealthy nations of the globe, are long ſnce. 


gone to decay—agriculture languiſhes aud ſickens—and the 
fhuitile has been exchanged for the muſket, aud the plough- 


ſhare for the ſabre. Requiſition after requiſition has torn the 


huſband from his wife, the father from his children, and the la- 
borious ſons from the infirm and aged parent; and they have 
been ſent either to be flain in the field of battle by men with 
whom they have never been at enmity, or ſurvive only to be 
tainted by the vices of a ferocious aud diſſolute banditti. 

If ſuch, then, be the ſituation of all the countries in Europe, 
that have ſubmitted to the ſcourge ot the republicans, and if 
ſuch and fo calamitous be the condition of the conquerors 
themſelves, what a grand and noble figure do We exhibit to 
furrounding nations, — fy as We do, firm and erect amidſt 
the ſtorm, proudly determined not to ſubmit to the will of the 
enemy, bravely reſolving to ſacrifice every comfort in ſupport 
of our religion and our liberties, and till enjoying all thoſe 
bleſſings of which other countries have in ſo ſhort a period been 
bereaved! Our trade and manufactures, though not carried 
to that extent which a continuation of peace would have en- 
ſured them, ſtill * proudly flouriſh through the ſtate,” and far 
ſurpaſs the commercial enterprizes and ſucceſſes of any other 
nation in the world. Agriculture, far from languiſhing during 
the war, has been purſued with unexampled vigour and prof» 
perity; all our public inſtitutions continue to thrive under the 
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naremitting aſiduity of their governors, and the ceaſclefs ge- 
neroſity of the public; and the national benevolence has been 
molt nobly diſplayed in the ſucceſſive and ample ſubſcriptions 
for the relief of our wounded failors and ſoldiers, and for the 
benefit of the widows and orphans of thoſe who have fallen 
whilſt fighting the battles of their country. Our iſlands in 
the Weſt Indies have been ſecured, and augmented by thoſe 
of the enemy; our poſſeſſiuns in America have continued un- 
moleſted ; our extenſive and valuable territories in the Eaſt 
Indies have enjoyed the moſt profound tranquillity ; the rock 


of Gibraltar deities the power of Spain, and we have increaſed 


our foreign poſſeſſions by the conqueſt of eftabliſhments in 
Aſia and in Africa, whoſe worth will be duly eſtimated when» 
ever the proper period for nepociation ſhall arrive. The in- 
tercourſe between man and man is preſerved here unalloyed by 
ſuſpicion, and the charms of ſociety remain uncontrouled by 
terror; our wives and daughters ſleep without apprehenſion of 
being diſturbed by the violator or the aſſaſſin, and our property 
1s ſecured by mild and well-diſpenſed laws againſt the publie 
depredator and the private oppreſſor. Each individual enjoys 
as great a portion of civil and religious liberty as is neceffary 
to the happineſs of man, and compatible with the ſafety of the 
kingdom ; equality of rights flouriſhes here in all its purity and 
vigour ; for the greateſt and moſt opulent man in the country 
is, equally with the meaneſt and moſt indigent, amenable to 
the laws, if he trauſgreſs them; aud perſons of the moſt ob- 
{cure birth may, and frequently do, by their talents and merits, 
arrive at the greateſt offices in church and ſtate, and by their 
ſervices in the army and navy, obtain the higheſt honours 


and diſtinctions for themſelves and their poſterity, E 
With pleaſure will you contemplate this unvarniſhed picture 
of our ſituation, and with reaſon will you glory in contraſting 


it with the humble ſtate of the ſeveral nations upon the Con- 
tinent, whoſe melancholy condition has been deſcribed to you. 
What folly would it therefore be to yield to the exorbitant de- 
mands of our inveterate and ambitious enemies! What mad- | 
neſs would it be to give ear to thoſe who repreſent the king- 
dom as undone, unleſs we at once proceed to the adoption of 
revolutionary maxims and radical reform? And what weak. 
neſs is there in deſponding, whilſt the veſſel of the ſtate is com- 
poſed of ſuch ſound materials, and whilſt ſo many able hands 
are determined to prevent her from ſtriking upon the quick« 
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fands of democracy, and to ſhield her from the broadſides and 
batteries of foreign and domeſtic foes ? 

I have obſerved, with no ſmall degree of pain, that it hay 
lately become the practice of certain evil-minded perſons to 
attempt to undermine every good principle, by mſtiLing into 
the minds of the lower claſſes of people, that no confidence ig 
to be placed in holy writ, that there is no future ſtate, and no 
Supreme Being to whom an account is to be given of our 
actious here below; and that conſequently, if they can but 
guard againſt che mayiſtrate and the exccutioner, they need not 
heſitate to commit the moſt atrocious actions. I am told that 
theſe doctrines are promulgated at village-clubs by ſchool- 
malters and others, whole education ſets them above the multi. 
tude, and who, being reſtrained by ſalutary laws from openly 
preaching the doctrine of inſurrection, now endeavour to ac- 
compliſh their ſiniſter deſigns by vihifying religion, and deny- 
ing a ſtate of retribution, with the hope that they ſhall the 
more eaſily urge the vicious and the pliant to the commiſſion 
of revolutionary crimes, and to the ſubverſion of that govern- 
ment which has ſo wiſely checked the progreſs of thoſe ene- 
mies to ſubordination and morality But I trult, my friends, 
that none of you have been ſeriouſly contaminated by theſe 
peitilential diſcourſes : that you will hold faſt to our eſtabliſh- 
ed ſyſtem of faith, which breathes ſuch pure and caſily- practi- 
cable morality, and the obſervance of which enſures both your 
preſent and your future happineſs ; that you will diligently

ments of war without the utmoſt difficulty and - danger 80 

alert are our ſoldiers, ſo well guarded are our coaſts, and ſuch 

excellent precautions have been taken by thoſe who preſide 

over us, that an enemy endeavouring to land would inſtantly. 
be attacked by a formidable and well-ſerved artillery, . and by 

large bodies of well-diſciplined and gallant troops, who would: 
be ſupported by an hoſt of peaſantry eager to teſtify their 
loy:Ity and their abhorrence of revolutionary intruders, 

When I confider what a numerous body of forces is requiſite 
for the att ck even of a ſmall iſland, wv hat advantages the 
ilanders always retain over the invaders, the countleſs variety 
and quantity of articles to be prepared and embarked for the 
maintenance of the troops and the purpoſes of war—ſuch as 
art:Nlery, ammunition, tents, proviſions, medicines, arms, 
horſes, and clothing; when TI reflect upon the time employed 
in embarkation, upon the dangers incurred by the violence of 
the winds and the fury of the waves, npon the improbability 
of ſuch an armada traverſing the Channel unſeen by our crui- 
ſers, and unmoleſted by our fleets, and upon the innumerable 
difficulties attending the debarkation of ſuch an army, and, 
above all, when I recolle& the impoſſibility experienced by 
ourſelves of maintaining our ground in an enemy's countrys 
both in former wars aud during the preſent conteſt, when we 
were ſupported by a powerful diverſion in our favour ; when, 
I fay, I paſs in review all theſe and many other reaſons, I can- 
not help perſuading myſelf, that if the Directory ſhould attempt 
to execute their project of invaſion, it is partly with a view to 
force us to keep up an expenſive armament, but chiefly with 
the leſs. juſtiſiable intention of ridding themſelves of men, for 
whom they are unable to provide, and whoſe indignation might 
prove deſtructive of their authority. 

Prepared as we are, we can have nothing to fear from their 
attempts; and having in a former war withſtood all the efforts 
of ſeveral united powers, we need not now deſpair, either of a 
victorious and honourable iſſue, or of torcing our adverſary to 
treat upon thoſe equitable terms, to which we are upon 
accounts ſo well entitled. 

Let us then be unauimons in our efforts to repel the aſſaults, 
and firm in our determinations never to ſubmit to the dictates,

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of a treacherous and ambitious fo: Let us check the pron 
of thoſe principles which have cauſed ſo much bloodſhed, 
miſery, and injultice in other parts of Europe—Let us endes. 
vour to ſtop the career of luxury, diſſipation, vice, and inf, 
delity—Let us ſet bounds to our defires, and limits to our 

ſſions; and let us enſure reciprocal eſteem and reſpe& by 
induſtry, temperance, and decorum, and by the exerciſe of 
thoſe virtuous qualities which contribute to the enjoyment of 
ſocial and domeſtic happineſs, and to the promotion of our 
future felicity. | 

So ſhall our Fame yet flouriſh amongſt nations; ſo ſhall we 
merit the protection of Providence, and the continuance of 
all the bleſſings we have ſo long poſſeſſed; and ſo ſhall the 
wame of BzxiToN be mentioned with reſpect in this age, and 
regarded with reverence by poſterity aud by nations yet ups 
born. |
